Philadelphia is the only city in the 
world w here the reedbird can be found 
in a state of overrunning obesity, and 
the only place where it can he cooked to 
perfection. 
Iu New York the French 
cook.- conceal its dedicate toothseineness 
in rich dressing. 
There they know as 
little about reedbirds as they do atyout" 1 
terrapin, scrapple and pepper pot. There 
was given in this city one dinner in 
which reedbirds were served in 13 d if­ 
ferent forms. 
Among the courses were 
soup made 
from reedbirds, reedbirds 
stuffed w itji Blue Poiyt pysters, reed­ 
birds placed inside a hollowed potato 
and roasted, reedbirds stuffed w ith herb 
filling 
and 
baked, reedbirds stewed 
with fresh mushrooms, reedbirds split 
and broiled— an abominable practice, by 
the w ay; reedbirds saute, and a seem­ 
ing pie, from which, when the crust 
was lifted, 
two dozen reedbirds flew 
forth and around the room. 
But, after all, there is only one way ’ 
to cook and eat the succulent reedies— j 
saute! 
Select birds which have little 
clumps of yellow fat on both sides of 
the part last over the fence. Place them 
in a saucepan— or, better still, a chafing 
dish— w ith plenty of the best butter, 
salt, black pepper, and a plentiful sprin­ 
kling of paprika— the sweet Hungarian 
pepper which nowadays can fie found iu 
any first <*la-s grocery. 
They must not 
he split and their heads must not be re­ 
moved. 
Cook them for fiv«< or six min­ 
ute.-, according to the size of the bird 
and the heat <.f the fir«-, but do not a l­ 
low the y< llow fat to become browned. 
Nothing e mid he simpler, and yet few, 
very few, cooks can prepare the reedbird 
without destroying its toothsomeness. 
There is an art also in the eating of 
his daintiness, but it can only he ap­ 
plied to birds of the character and pre- 
pared in the manner described above. 
Wring off the head und sink your teeth 
into and absorb tin* brains.

Antiqu ity of Archery. 
The u se of the how m ay 1«« traced to 
the remotest antiqu ity. 
The first notice 
w hich we find of it is in Genesis xxi, 
2 0, w here it is said that Ishmu el b ecame 
an archer. 
It was introdu ced into E n g­ 
land in tlie reign ot Egb ert the Saxon, 
b u t was not u sed at a m a rtia l weapon 
till the reign of Edw ard I. The period at 
w hich the longb ow attained its m eridian 
fam e m ay b e fixe« l 
in 
the reign of 
H enry V, whose archers destroyed the 
w hole French cavalry, clothed in com ­ 
plete ste» d, w ith their yard long arrows. 
A t the b attle <4 Flodden Field also the 
English archers m ade sad havoc. Shoot­ 
ing w ith the b ow was an extrem ely 
fashionab le am u sem ent in the reign of 
H enry V III, and Holinshed reports that 
the prince shot as wtdl as any <>f his 
gu ard. A fter the siege of l> vizes 111 the 
civil wars, 1847, the b ow, as a m ilita ry 
weapon, was entirely laid aside. 
A rch­ 
ery derives its name from the b ow b eing, 
w hen draw n, in the shape of an arch. 


S y m b o l i c a l J e w e l r y . 
The Japanese ladies, b y the several 
w ays of dressing the hair, denote w he th­ 
er they are maid, w ife or mother. Other 
nations and trib es attach a sim ilar sig­ 
nificance to the wearing of certain a r ti­ 
cles of jew elry, as the A lgerian women, 
w ho u pon the b irth of the first child as­ 
su me a rou nd silver b rooch, enriched b y 
sm all coral roses and finely wrou ght 
knots* of metal.

It was G ™ dlot who 
lent the pretend* r his b lou se and coarse 
woolen trou sers an« l thu s enab led the 
prince to slip ou t in this disgu ise, car­ 
rying a b eam 011 his shou lder, w hich 
concealed his featu res from the soldiers 
on gu ard. After his proclam ation as e m ­ 
peror, Napoleon 111 testified his gra ti­ 
tu de b y paying Godillot a large su m of 
money and appointing him pu rveyor to i 
the army and the m ilitary school of va 
riou s articles of ou tfit, w hich soon b e­ 
came generally known u nder the appel 
lation of “ G odillot.’

A rtificia l C o tto n. 
Artificial cotton, says a Paris jou rnal, 
resemb les the natu ral produ ct in this— 
that b oth are formed of cellu lose nearly 
pu re, and as natu re has prepared cotton 
b y means of the elements of the air and 
soil form ing the cellu lose in fine fib ers 
b y means of secret f« u rces and offering it 
iu the state of wool to b e transform ed 
into w hat is requ ired of it, so the chem ­ 
ist in his lab oratory takes the natu ral 
j cellu lose of the tree and separates it- 
from the su b stances w ith which it is 
comb ined, transform ing it into threads 
b y means of su itab le appliances. 
For 
this pu rpose fir wood is employed, this 
b eing su b m itted to a series of ineehan- 
ical and chem ical operations, and the 
threads are draw n ou t, afterw ard b eing 
rolled on b ob b ins. 
The m aterial w hen 
m anu factu red resemb les ordinary cot­ 
ton, 
thou gh 
having a slight defect, 
w hich can b e easily corrected— that is, 
it is a little less solid than n atu ral cot­ 
ton. 
On the other hand, however, the 
new su b stance is worked and woven 
easily. It can b e dyed as readily as n a t­ 
u ral cotton, and when passed throu gh a 
w eak solu tion of tannin and certain 
other reagents it w ill take every shade 
of artificial colors and can b o dressed 
and printed 011 ju st as are the tissu es u f 
n a tu ra l cotton.

A n ab le statistician has b een estim at­ 
ing the cost of living in Paris at the 
present tiin**, and has com pared it w ith 
that of 40 years ago. 
He shows tha t in

francs a year has to w ork miracles of 
saving in order to avoid getting into 
deb t. 
Accordingly, in less than half a 
centu ry the conditions of life in Paris 
have b een com pletely modified. 
It is 
no exaggeration, in fact, to say that 
prices have dou b led and w ith them has 
increased the desire for a more lu x u ri­ 
ou s mode of living than tha t led b y the 
average Parisian of the 
fifties. 
The 
statistician has revealed n othing new, 
b u t his figu r» ‘s serve to em phasize the 
fact that the French capital is the most 
expensive place of residence in Knnjpe.

When La Volt« * \V*« « Danced, 
Sou they,in his “ Com monplace Book, ” 
II, 82?, says Gifford, shows tha t the 
w altz of the present day is La Volte, of 
w hich ou r ancestors, tw o centu ries ago, 
b ecame either tired or ashamed. 
This 
dance w as first introdu ced at the cou rt, 
of H enry II at Fontaineb leau in 1505 b y 
the Comte do Sau lt, and its history is 
thu s stated b y Vincent Carloix iu the 
m em oirs of his master, M areehal de 
V ie illeville : 
“ He, the C om te d e S au lt, hu d the prin ­ 
cipal vogu e in a b all royal for his fond­ 
ness tor dancing and ins good grace. So 
tha t he introdu ced at cou rt a sort of 
dance called ‘La Volte de Province,’ 
which had never b een danced there, and 
which has afterw ard had a great ru n 
throu ghou t the kingdom. 
It has also 
b een said that he invented it, for many 
cu lled it ‘La V« dte de Sau lt, ’ and this 
nam e is su itab le, b oth b ecau se of the 
etym ology ot the word and the character 
of the dance. ” — Notes and Qu eries.

Fran z von Liszt was a great pianist, 
perhaps tin* greatest pianist ever known. 
He was b orn in H u ngary 111 1811, and 
m ade his first appearance in pu b lic in 
1820. 
He stu died in variou s places for 
a few years, b u t was continu ally giving 
concerts, so tha t “ pu b licity b ecame hi- 
chief in stru ctor.” 
In 18 2? his father 
died and he b ecame a teacher of the 
pianoforte. 
Between 1886 and 1817 he 
traveled all over Eu rope; 
in 1^4? he 
b ecame hof 
kapelm eister (cr director 
of the royal concerts) at W eim ar; 
in 
188 1 lie w ent to Rome, and from 1870 
he lived in Rome, Pest and Weimar. 
He died at Baireu th, Bavaria, Ju ly 31, 
1888. 
Pope Piu s IX made him an ab lie 
in 
1885. 
The title w as honorary, b u t 
Liszt received the tonsu re and wore 
thereafter clerical garm ents, thou gh he 
gave concerts, tau ght as b ef< re and fol 
lowed his previou s m anner of life.
